In Tottenham, Middlesex. Mr. W. 8. Caine

been defeated by J. Howard (Conservative), 
making the tenth member of that Government 
defeated at this election. The list of success- 
ful candidates now stands: Liberals, 262; To- 
ries, 211; Parnellites, 52. 

THE TWO BANNER COUNTIES. 
Itis York and Lancaster over again, four 
centuries after the battle of Bosworth. There 
is an uneasy feeling now that the unexpected 
thing in either county may settle the com- 
plexion of Parliament.

Mr. Parnell nas driven the Whigs from Ire- 
land, as St. Patrick did the snakes. The de- 
feat of Thomas A. Dickson, who was once boss 
of most of the districts of Ulster, renders it 
certain that not a Liberal will be returned 
from Ireland. Not even the recalcitrant Call- 
lan comes within a thousand yotes Of victory. 
Donald Crawford, elected for Northeast Lan- 
arkshire, is the plaintiff in the Dilke suit. 

THE LIBERALS MAY YET WIN. 

Lonvpon, Dec. 38.—The counties are polling so 
strongly for the Liberals that they promise a 
Liberal majority over the Tories and Parnellites 
combined. The Conservatives—requiring to win 
122 seats out of the 144 still unpolied, of which 
it is calculated that thirty will fall to the Par- 
nellites—cannot possibly maintain power inde- 
pendently of the Parnellites. The opinion of 
the Conservative clubs is opposed to placing 
any reliance on the Parnellites, but favors an 
early resignation of the Salisbury Ministry. 
In order to gain an absolute majority the Lib- 
erals need to win halt the seats still unpolled. 


CALLAN WAS CRUSHED. 
THE MAN WHO TRIED TO BUCK AGAINST 
PARNELL BADLY LEFT. 

Lonpon, Dec. 3.—There is enormous rejoic- 
ing throughout the ranks of the Irish Parlia- 
mentary party this evening. Mr. Philip Callan, 
the only man in Ireland who defied Mr. Parnell 
and insisted upon standing for Parliament 
despite his political outiawry, has been de- 
feated by a decisive majority. The vote is: 
Mr. Nolan, Parnellite, 2,580; Mr. Callan, 1,450. 
The Parliamentary battie in the northern 
division of Louth, in which Mr. Callan bas 
just suffered defeat, was perhaps the 
hottest in the United Kingdom. Not in 
words alone was it hot. Blows were given and 
taken. No quarter was shown by either fac- 
tion. The Callan crowd, however, are charged 
with wrecipitating the disgraceful disorder 
which characterized the election. The Irish 
parliamentary leaders directed all their ener- 
gies toward encompassing Callan’s overthrow. 
Parnell himselt, acoompanied by John Dillon. 
‘was on the ground, and by words and deeds en- 
couraged the Nolan forces. Callan was the 
only recalcitrant in the Nationalist camp, and 
it was deemed necessary that at any cost he 
and his supporters should be crushed and bu- 
miliated. Callan is possessed of great energy 
and considerable ability, but be bas frequentiy 
brought reproach to his colleagues by his un- 
bridled tongue and drunken habits.

To show what kind of fellows have composed 
this triumvirate, let me tell you an anecdote. 
One of our members talked one day with the 
agent of a great railroad corporation which has 
large property interests in our town, and which 
employs several hundred men there, about the 
project for a city government, and asked him 
whether he would favor ict. 0, —, he 
exclaimed, ‘it would be too costly.” The mem- 
ber tried to show him that it would not 
be. Finally, to end the argument, the agent 
said with a wink, ‘Well, my dear fellow, it is 
much easier to control three men than one.’ 
We found that the agent does control. I his 
road wants any privilege, no matter at what 
cost to private or municipal property, he gets 
it for the asking.” 

A SOMEWHAT STARTLING DISCOVERY. 

“There, now,” continued the interviewed 
party, I think I have given you sufficient 
good reasons why property-owners and good 
citizens generally desire a change of some kind 
in our municipal government. But there is 
another. This has not got out yet, but there is 
no reason why it should notnow. We believe— 
in point of fact we know—that the present 
Town Board is an utterly ſllecal body—that it 
has been legislated out of office long ago, and 
that it now constitutes but a de facto govern- 
ment through the acquiescence of the peopie. 
You remember a suit which E. W. Adkinson, 
an attorney living at Englewood, brought 
against Supervisor Thomas Gahan last fall to 
prevent his (Gaban’s) retaining 2 per cent of 
the moneys received in his office as his salary. 
Adkinson was attorney of the Board of Trus- 
tees before Gahan became President of the 
Board and Supervisor of thetown. He was 
displaced when Gahan attained to power. 
He determined to get even for being dropped, 
hence the suit, which he brought, by the way, 
in his own name alone, and not at the relation 
of the peopie, you must remember. The case 
came before Judge Tuley in the Circuit Court, 
where Adkinson maintained that the clause of 
the Constitution prohibiting: special legisationl 
for towns and other municipalities repealed the 
clause of the Lake charter giving the Super- 
visor the right to retain 2 per cent of the money 
received by bim during his term of office.

He was in 
his usual bealth, which, while not robust, be- 
ing somewhat injured by a paralytic affection, 
was such as did not interfere with attending to 
business. About 8 o'clock Mr. Aidrich 
took the key to a closet and left 
the office. As he did not re- 
turn within 1 reasonable time bis 


partner, Mr. Allen, suspecting that some- 
thing might have happened to bim, visited the 
closet and discovered bis partner in an insensi- 
dle condition seated in a half-reclining attitude. 
Mr. Allen called assistance and removed the 
helpless man to the office, havmg previous 
sent for physicians. Dr. Frank Wiley was the 
first to arrive, and he pronounced the 
case a fatal stroce of apoplexy. 

Mr. Aldrich was placed iu a carriage and tak- 
en to the residence of nis brother, where Drs.

While in that State he was 
three years Superintendent of Schools. 
He was Chair of we County Board 
of Supervisors one year, and in 1859 was elected 
te the House of Representatives, where he served 
one term. In 1860 he came to Chicago and en- 
gaged in the wholesale grocery business, being a 
member of the firm of Kart. Aldrich & Co. If 
1876 he was elected Alderman. from the Third 
Ward, and was Chairman of the Reform Council 
The same year he was nominated for and elected 
to Congress, and in lers he was renominated by 
acclamation and elected to the Forty-seventh 
Congress, receiving 22,307 votes against 
18,024 votes for John Mattocks. (Dem.)

While in Congress he became the author of the 
Immediate-Transportation law, which was known 

) u put tmporters of the 
whole country on an equal foo so that petty 
dealers had the same advantages as the stronger 
ones. Under the old law every importer had to 
pay tribate to New York or some other coast city, 
and cartages, storages, bonded warehouse charges, 
and custom-house fees became burdensome. The 
delays in forwarding goods often resulted in im- 
mense losses, especially on perishable articies. 
The system of shipping only car-load lots in bond 
was by this law replaced by tie prompt forwarding 
of small packages of merchandise on passenger 
trains by express companies, and instead of pay- 
ing double bonds on every invoice—one by the im- 
porter and another by the transportation line—the 
bond of the transportation line became the only 
one required. This gave an impetus to trade, in- 
creasing the business at the Chicago Custom- 
House and transferring the monopoly of the im- 
porting business t of the hands of the rich im- 
porters of New York in a large measure into the 
hands of the Chicago dealers, thus benefiting the 
West.

HIS KANSAS & TEXAS STOCK, AND IS IN-

A flutter of excitement was created in Stock 
Exchange circies yesterday afternoon on tele- 
grams from New York to the effect that John 
R. Hoxie, the stock agent of the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railroad, had unloaded his

Mr. Hoxie said to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter last night in regard to his dealin Kansas 
& Texas stock: 

My 
object was a permanent investment, based on 
considerations of the geographical position 
which it bolds through Kansas, Indian Terri 
tory, and Texas, penetrating, in fact, to the 
very core of the limestone district in Texas.“

have unloaded?” 

“To speak frankly I have not unloaded a 
single share, nor do I intend to: and when the 
stock is transferred it will be to my children 
for future investment. The Hollins house 
some weeks ago 1 for me a large 
amount of the K. T. stock as well as other 
houses—all of which has been withdrawn 
from the market,.and 1 havé no connection 
with a Boston pool in this stock.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

A, M. Bell, supervising architect, in his an- 
nual report to the Secretary of the Treasury 
says: 

There are now in course of construction eighty 
new buildings, ranging in cost from $256,000 to 
$2,000,000 each, calling for a total expenditure of 
$8,511,400. The expenditures for the year on this 
account have aggregated $2,438,709. Congress fixes 
the limits of cost of buildings without a full knowl- 
edge of the accommodation required, and the limits 
in many cases are so low as to make it impossible 
to provide minimum accommodation, even though 
the cheapest material be used. Before author- 
lum the constuction of buildings, Congress 
should get estimates of the cost of appropriute 
structures. This would expedite work and save 
money. Attention is called to the fact that Oon- 
gress, not the architect. should be blamed when 
work on public buildings is stopped for lack of 
appropriations. This trouble will continue as long 
as Congress ignores this office when making appro- 
priations. The funds for the entire work on any 
public building should be available at once, thus 
avoiding delays in const 

The importance of properly caring for, re- 
pairing, and preserving the Government build- 
ings is set forth, and attention is called to the 
necessity of a fire-proof buliding for the files 
of the executive departments of the Govern- 
ment,

CHEERING NEWS FOR REPUBLICANS. 

Two classes of politicians are gathering here 
in considerable numbers. They are: First, 
the officeholders, who are awaiting confirma- 
tion; secoud, the officeseekers, who are anx- 
ious that removals shallibe made prior to the 
assembling of the Senate. After Monday next, 
according to one construction offthe Tenure of 
Office act, persons cannot be suspended from 
Office by the President unless the Senate shall 
confirm the persons nominated to be their suc- 
cessors. Upon this construction of law, the 
Republican officeholders left in place after 
Monday noon next will have a very great ad- 
vantage ovgr those Who have been at the mercy 
of suspension since the adjournment of the 
Executive session of the Senate. 

THE TARIFF—WHISEKY REGULATIONS. 

A leading member of the Ways and Means 
Committee says: 

Nearly every member who comes to me has a 
tari® bill in his carpet-bag. Tariff experts and 
people with tarif nostrums of all sorts are going 
about with schedules already prepared, and three 
or four at least of the members of the old Ways 
and Means Committee have already been furnished 
with ready-made tariff schemes, and two at least 
of the members of that committee are known to 
have measures in preparation. 

The Treasury Department has issued a ir 
cular calling the attention of Collectors of 
Customs to Art. 28 ot the Internal Revenue 
Regulations, which requires that distilled spir- 
its are to be laden on board ship immediately 
on their arrival at the portot export, which 
sbould be within thirty days of the date of the 
issuing of the exportation bond. Provision, 
however, is made by this article for cases 
where spirits are stored temporarily for safety 
while waiting for a vessel; in which case no 
more than fifteen days from the date 
of the arrival of the spirits at the 
port should be allowed. Where the 
spirits so stored are not laden at the end of 
fifteen days the Collectors are directed to noti- 
fy the Commissioner of Internal Revenue at 
once, giving the name of distiller, district, 
number of packages, and date of bonds. Col- 
lectors of Customs are also directed to take 
the proper measures to insure the proper trans- 
mission of clearaace certificates covering spirits 
bonded for export to Collectors ot Internal 
Revenue.

SPARKS’ LATEST ORDER. 

Commissioner Sparks of the Genera) Land- 
Office today premuigated an imfportant order 
modifying his order of April 3 last to suspend 
final action in issue of patents on settlement 
and improvement claims for examination with 
respect to compliance with the law. The order 
of April 3, 1885, is somewhat modified. The 
Commissioner will vertify to and request the 
issue of patents upon all entries not subject to 
reasonable doubt—viz.: In contests where the 
rights of successful parties have been estab- 
lished, where examinations have been made by 
Government agents and no fraud appears, and 
in homestead entries where residence, im- 
provements, and cultivation have been made 
according to law. 


THE HODGES SUIT. 

The suit against J. ey Hodges of this 
city for nearly $500,000, which has just been 
instituted by the Government, brings to the 
surface curious fecollections. Hodges was a 
Paymaster in the army, stationed in Wash- 
ington. In 1872 he was ordered to 
some other post, and was found to be 
over $400,000 short. He confessed frankly 
that be had undertaken to speculate, and, find- 
ing hbimseif short, had put in more and more 
money to try to recover what was lost. He 
turned over to the Government everything he 
had, was tried by court-martial, found guilty, 
and sentenced to the penitentiary for fifteen 
years and to pay a fine of $300,000. He had 
been but a sbort time in the penitentiary when 
President Grant pardoned him, with the under- 
standing that acivil suit should be entered to 
recover the sum for which be defaulted. This 
case was never brought, for some mysterious 
reason, until now, and the indications 
are that it will now turn out that the 
whole matter has lost its standing in the 
courts by reason of the statute of limitations. 
„ Landaulet Williams was then Attoruey- 
General. There was an effort made to bring 
suit against Hodges’ brokers to recover the 
sum, most of which he had lost with them, 
and this, it seems, was likely to be done. It 
was not, however; and in the investigations 
and developments which followed it was 
charged that this man induced the Attorney- 
General to omit action against them by the 
liberal use of money. It was claimed that they 
not only paid money to the wife of the At- 
torney-General, but that they presented him 
with a fing team and a landaulet for the use of 
his family. It was this charge that gave him 
the sobriquet of Landaulet Williams, and 
this, too, which finally drove him out of pub- 
lic life. President Grant nominated aim to be 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, but the 
Senate was not Willing to confirm him, and in 
an open letter he asked Grant to withdraw his 
name, and be retired from public life. He 
settled down to the practice of law dere, and 
soon went to Oregon, where be has lived in 
political retirement until his name came to the 
surface in the late Senatorial struggie there.

A CRUEL SCHOULMASTER, 


HE ADOPTS A FRIGHTFUL PLAN TO KEEEP 
TALKATIVE PUPILS QUIET. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 3.—([Special.|—A 
young schoolmaster named Traher at Numida, 
a small village in Columbia County, is charged 
with punisbimg talkative pupils by gagging 
them with corn-cobs and making them stand 
on the floor.

Grant & Ward extended only from August, 


1883, to May, 1884, it is said: **This was under 
Mayor Edson’s term, and illustrates the loose- 
ness with which the city’s affairs were then 
conducted.” This statement shows that the 
transactions out of which any loss arose to the 
city began and ended during the years 1883 and 
1884, and that during that time Mr. Grace was 
not the Mayor of the city.

THE FARMERS’ GONGRESS. 


IT ASKS FOR MORE STRINGENT LEGISLA- 
TION REGARDING PLEURO-PNEUMONIA 
AND WANTS THE WOOL DUTY RESTORED. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 3.—At today’s ses- 

sion of the Farmers’ National Congress the 

consideration of the resolutions offered by the 
committee was resumed. The first, asking 

Congress to make more stringent legislation 

for the prevention of the spread of pleuro- 

pneumonia in cattle, was discussed and finally 
adopted, and like action was taken with the 


resolution asking for a law regulating inter- , 


State commerce. A long discussion ensued 
on the following resolution: 

Resolved, That Congress be requested to restore 
the tariff duty on wool to what it was in the year 
1880, or the act then in force. 

The discussion was interrupted to hear a 
brief address of welcome by Mayor McMaster 
and a paper on Banking and Transportation’’ 
by Col. N. N. Cox of Tennessee. 

The vote on the resolution showed 169 in fa- 
vor and 42 against, Missouri bemg the only 
State solidly opposed to the resolution. 

A resoluůuon was unanimously passed asking 
Congress to pass an act creating the office of 
Secretary ot Agriculture and making-it a Cabi- 
net office.

THE STORY TOLD BY HARRY MEYERS CON- 
CERNING THE BOWMAN MURDER MYSTERY 
AT EAST 8T. LOUIS. 

Jouiget, III., Dec. 3.—[Special.]|—The sensa- 
tiona! account sent from this city yesterday to 
the Chicago ana St. Lows press regarding a 
possible clew to the murderer of ex-Mayor Bow- 
man of Bast St. Louis is laughed at by prison 
officers as the merest bosh, concocted by Harry 
Meyers alias Muldoon,“ who is noted for 
putting up jobs on would-be reporters. On sev- 
eral occasions since Meyers was committed he 
has tried to attract attention to himself from 
the outside world by claiming to be abie toturn 
up murderers, robbers, and other criminals. 
The account states that one Ed Moore, 
sentenced from the northern part of the State 
for perjury, Who was released only a few weeks 
betore the murder of Bowman occurred, had 
told Meyers that as Mayor Bowman had been 
the means of driving him from East St. Louis 
and from his family and friends, and had also 
relentiesly persecuted him for his complicity 
in the St. Louis railroad strike in 1877, as soon 
as his prison term expired he would go to St. 
Louis and Kili Bowman. Meyers further stated 
that singe the murder he had received a visit 
from his sister, who lived at Bast St. Louis, 
and had told her all that Moore had told him, 
and instructed her to go to Frank Bowman 
and tell bim. 

The facts are that no such convict as Ed 
Moore has been released from Joliet, nor bas 
there been a convict there for perjury by the 
name of Moore; nor bas the sister cf Meyers 
been to the prison to visit bim since the Bow- 
man murder occurred. Harry Meyers is a 
criminal with a queer reputation in more ways 
than as a thief. He is oredited with being a 
great squealer and a give-away."’ and is 
feared and detested by crooks who have op- 
erated with him in bis schemes of robbery on 
account of his leaky qualities.

Last Day’s Session of the Holiness 
OConvention—The Morning 
°° Address 
Testimony from Those Who Had Been 


A Woman and Oow Sanctified—Ohrist’s 
Second Coming Discussed— Mr. Bax- 
. ters Lecture. 


The Patth-Healers’ and Holiness Convention 
experienced its third and last day's session at 
the Methodist Church Block yesterday. Sev- 
eral leading spirits were absent, having left the 
city the night before to attend a convention 
whiob began yesterday at Detroit. Among the 
absentees were the Rev. A. B. Simpson of New 
York, Miss Carrie Judd of Buffalo, and the 
Rev. John Cookman of New York. Mr. Cook- 
man had been the moving spirit of the two pre- 
vious days’ sessions. It was he who poured the 
oil upon the brows of those who were an- 
nointed the day before. Heisa firm believer 
and claims the Lord as his only physician. 
Mr. Simpson is a tall man, with full beard, pale 
face, and large eyes. His nose slightly in- 
clines upward. Just how much forehsad he 
has is hard to determine. There is a 
fullness about that part of his cra 
nium, and the hair une bas appar 
ently retreated to the top of the head. He 
is a Doctor of Divinity and a man of great in- 
fluence among his fellow-believers. The Rev. 
John Cookman isa member of a well-known 
family of ministers, his father having been 
chaplain of the United States Senate and his 
brother, the Rev. Albert Cookman, now dead, 
having been adistinguished divine in New 
York. Mrs. M. Baxter, who took a leading 
part in yesterday’s services, as well as those of 
the two days previous, is evideutly a very 
learned woman, and no doubt a sincere one. 
Her face, like that of George Eliot, whom she 
resembies, is more remarkable for intelligence 
than beauty. In general terms it may be said, 
with reference to attire and expression, that 
she is made up in the Queen Anne style, with 
a slight infusion of the Puritan. Her clothes are 
black and made without flounce or ruffle, the 
only ornament being a white ruffle worn about 
the neck. The bonnet is somewhat after the 
Puritan style, the coal-scuttie, though the 
front is smaller, and the rounded or pot-bot- 
tomed back fits closer to the bead. This bon- 
net is made entirely of black satin and without 
ornamentation. Piace within this bonnet a 
plain, homely but kindly face with a large 
mouth and prominent nose, place on that nose 
a pair of gold-rimmed spectacies the handles 
of which hook over the ears, place an open 
book in the hand, and the picture of the pro- 
foundest theologian of the convention is com- 
plete. 

Mrs. Baxter was the first speaker of the day. 
Her text was: “Thy will be done.“ She took 
the view that the Lord willed only that which 
was good; that He was not a bard taskmaster; 
and that we bad aright to ask only that which 
was good and acceptable to God. Sickness was 
not of God, and it was uot His will that we 
snould suffer. Many people thought that when 
they were sick they should suffer patientiy. 
This was wrong. They should ask the Lord to 
heal them, and He would do it. 

The Rev. Mr. Davis followed in the same 
vein, describing his own experiences. He said 
that he had suffered a great deal from nervous 
prostration. Whenever he delivered a sermon 
Sunday he was so prostrated by the effort that 
it was frequently Wednesday or Thursday be- 
fore he could begin the work of preparing the 
discourse for the next Sunday. He prayed to 
God and He gave him strength of brain and 
firmness ot band. 

From noon until 3 o' lock the convention al- 
lowed itself a recess, and its members devoted 
themselves to sandwiches and buttermiik. 

The early hours of the afternoon again 
brought Mrs. Baxter to the front to answer a 
handfui of questions submitted on paper. Tak- 
ing each question ior a theme, she talked for 
nearly two hours. The questions were similar 
to those submitted yesterday, but of less in- 
terest to the average reader, being rather theo- 
logical and metaphysical.

The next thing in order was the giving of 
testimonials to prove the effectiveness of the 
work of annointment the night before.

A rather queer audience was that which gath- 
ered in the parlor of the Methodist Block to 
listen to the Rev. M. Baxter, who discoursed 
upon Coming Events,’’ The Speedy Advent 
ot Christ,” and “The Millennium.” “There 
has been ao great battle in Europe for fifteen 
years, or since Sedan, and we are destined to 
see terrible events within two years. The 
events over the entire worid for the next ten 
years will be of stupendous interest, especially 
in the Far East, for, after some Napoleonic po- 
tentate has formed his vast dominion, which 
wilt cover the entire world, he win 
form a covenant with the Jews which 
shall last seven vears. During the first halt of 
tnese seven years (prior to 1896) Christ will ap- 
pear in the air and establish a polygiot empire 
which will contain all nations, peoples, and 
languages.

000 was paid for lands ceded by the Cherokees 
to the United States, and the transaction was 
very simple, the service of an attorney was un- 
necessary. The statement that the money was 
paid for a different tract of land than that 
which the Cherokees believed they were con- 
veying is untrue. Chief Bushyheadi has sent a 
special message to the Legisiature on this 
point, and says, after citing the history of the 
negotiations with the United States Govern- 
ment for the land: 

I would refer you to the deeds exeouted by the 
Cherokee Nation to the United States in trust for the 
Pawnees, Poncas, Nez Perces, Otoes and Missouris, 
and Qsuges, official copies of which are in the 
Treasurer’s office and may be obtained for exami- 
nation by the committee. The and maps can 
be examined by the committee, and, besides show- 
ing that the $300,000 was an additonal amount paid 
for the execution of these deeds, they show that 
for the first time the Cherokee Nation had a settle - 
ment with the Government, and that the settiement 
covered all the lands to which the United States 
had any legal claim. 

Chief Bushyhead also refers to the fact that 
the invested funds of the nation have been in- 
creased, and there are no debts against the 
Cherokees.

SAD FATE OF A SCOTCHMAN IN NEW JER- 
SEY—HE SEEKS IN VAIN FOR AN HONEST 
MAN. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 2.—[Speolal. Henry 
& Kay, butobers at No. 1415 East Ninth street, 
seeing in the morning papers an account of the 
probabie murder of Peter Bruce, whose body 
was found in Newark Meadows, have produced 
a letter written a few days ago by deceased, 
who was en route to Kansas City from the old 
country, having sailed little more than a 
month ago. These men do not know how much 
money Bruce had in his possession. His letter 
shows it was troubling bim. He wrote as fol- 
lows to the above-named Nov. 18 from Newark,

The lease by the City of Chicago to B. C. 
Waller of the lot on the southeast corner of La 
Salie and Adams streets has been signed by 
the Mayor and transferred to the Central Safe- 
ty Deposit Company. The certificate of incor- 
poration has been filed with the County Re- 
corder, and the projectors of the huge struct- 
ure, which is to cost a million dollars or more, 
are ready to begin work. The buliding is to 
be done by May 1, 1887. In order to push 
things during the present winter the lot is to 
be roofed over and fires will be kept burning 
to prevent the freezing of the soil. It will be 
remembered that the lot was leased to Mr. 
Waller for ninety-nine years at $35,000 a year, 
the land during that period to be free fiom 
taxes and the buildings to become the property 
of the city atthe end ot the time. These terms 
reduce the rental as compared with that of 
other property to about $31,000 a year. By the 
terms of the lease the company pays all taxes 
on the building. 

The $1,000,000 has all been subscribed and 
the stockholders are a very strong body of 
men. About three-quarters of the capital is 
from Chicago and the rest from Eastern cities. 
The directors are N. B. Ream, W. E. Hale, E. 
C. Waller, D. H. Burnham, and Owen F. Aldis. 
Mr. Aldis represents 8588, 000 ot the capital, 
mostly for residents of this city. Asa good 
many people doubt the wisdom of adding to 
the already large number of office buildings in 
that purt of the city it is proper to say that 
the investors in this enterprise do not look for 
a Freut return on their capital in the near 
future. They will probabiy be satisfied if the 
building pays expenses the first year or two 
after its completion. Later on they expect 
good dividends on the stock. There will be 
about 700 rooms, which, if fully rented at pres- 
ent rates, would afford a gross meome of 
possibly $250,000 a year. The structure would 
contain ordinarily not far from 2,500 people 
a pretty good-sized village. The convern will 
not be a safety-aeposit company in name only. 
It s proposed to have the best vaults in the 
Northwest. The value and convenience of 
vaults have been pretty fully demonstrated to 
the tenants of the buildings now in existence. 

The lot is 177x178 feet, and the structure on 
it will be ten stories bigh. The material of the 
first two stories will be granit, with great 
polished granit columns, and above rich dark 
brick and terra-cotta will be used. The general 
shape of the building will of course be quad- 
rungular. Provision is made for light in the 
centre by a court 65x75 feet, open from the 
top to a point below the ceiling of the first or 
principal story, where it is covered by a large 
skylight. The main entrances will be on 
Adams and La Salle streets. There will de a 
vestibule 25x60 feet on the La Salle street side, 
from which two flights of marble stairs will 
run tothe first story. The passage through 
the vestibule leads to six elevators, 
‘which are in two groups of three 
each, seventeen feet apart. Between the 
stairs and the elevators ie a wide ein io the 
covered courtway. There is a similar but 
smaller entrance on the Adams street side, 
where three elevators are placed. The base- 
ment floor ison a level with the sidewalk. 
stairs leading from it to the first story * 
into wide hallways, which have doorways into 
the court as below. A wide gallery leading 
around it gives accesg_to the court from all 
parts of the first story. This court under the 
skylight Will be finished in white marble, and 
the skylight, which will be filled with enriched 
glass, will be about five feet below the firsat- 
story ceiling, allowing windows into. the open 
air as well as into the court. Thus the portion 
of the court finished and covered 
in this manner is in two stories 
surrounded on four sides by a building aver- 
aging about fifty-three feet from the court to 
the streets. The opportunities for subdivision 
are such that offices can be obtained with light 
at both ends. In other words, a great arcade, 
comprising over sixty stores 18x50 feet, can be 
thrown into one system. stores oa the 
line of the streets bave entrances from the 
streets and the court in every case. Above 
the first story a central hall runs around the 
building about half way detseen the street 
and the court, leaving offices on each side. The 
hail will be paved with white tile and wainscot- 
ed with white tile or marble. The building 
will be absolutely fire-proof, and the most care- 
ful attention will be given to every detail of 
the construction. It is believed -that this 
structure and the Puenix will be far in ad- 
vance of any business structure now in exist- 
ence in Chicago as to its architectural qual 
tiea, and fully up to the best in New York. 

The lot was purcaased of P. F. W. Peck by 
the city June 2, 1852, for $8,750. It will, there- 
fore, after the Ist of next May yield annually 
four times its original cost besides the taxes. 
The * Rookery,”’ which was for some years 
occupied as a City-Hall, was erected just after 
the great fire of 1871. When that building bad 
been torn down the water-tank, made of solid 
masonry, was a conspicuous object, and the 
workmen bad a hard tussie with it before they 
bad it leveied to the ground. The tank was 
built during 1852 and 1853 at an expense of 
$40,000 and was used till the erection ot the 
rookery. The buiiding and all the old mate- 
rial on the lot were sold just after the lease 
was awarded for $5,200. The lot belongs to 
the water fund, to which all the income from 
it must go. It cannot be sold unless the pro- 
ceeds are used for water fund purposes. 

SALE OF THE MATTESON HOUSE. 

The Matteson House, the well-known hotel 
on the northeast corner of Wabash avenue and 
Jackson street, has been sold by the Conuecti- 
cut Mutual Life Insurance Company, through 
the agency of Isham & Prentice, for $330,000 
cash. The name of the buyer is withheld for 
the present. The lot is 96 feet front on Wa- 
bash and 171 feet deeptoan alley, and the 
building is six stories high.

THIS I8 THE VERDICT OF THE CANADIAN- 
AMERICAN CLUB ON THE NORTHUWESTERN

THE investigation concerning the $300,000 
fund paid by the United States to the Chero- 
kee Nation and distributed among the Chero- 
kees per capita in 1883 is not yet concluded.

It ap- 
pears that over $20,000 of the fund was paid 
for jegal services, although, as the $300,000 
was paid for lands ceded by the Cherokees 
to the United States and the transaction was 
very simple, the service of an attorney was 
unnecessary. 


. I has been found that some of the Second 
Ward poll-books, which were important evi- 
dence in the trial of W. J. Clingen and others 
for fraudulent registration at the last Presi- 
dential election, have been mysteriously lost. 
The County Clerk’s office has a receipt for 
certain registers from United States Dis- 
trict-Attorney Tuthill which the latter has no 
recollection of giving. Besides the poll- 
books of the Second Ward, in which Clingen 
was interested, there are some missing in the 
Seventeenth. The trial at which the books 
were used in evidence took place in the 
Federal Court last January. 


THERE is a quiet but determined effort on 
the part of taxpayers in the „Town of Lake 
to become incorporated as a city under the 
General Incorporation act. There is a ques- 
tion now whether the town as such has any 
legal existence, the opjnion being that its 
special charter, obtained, of course, before 
the present Constitution was adopted, is 
wiped out. A move was made by an at- 
torney to have the question tested, 
but he, for reasons of his own, 
withdrew his suit before a decision 
was had from the Supreme Court. The tax- 
payers want to be incorporated in order to 
free themselves from the extravagance 
which is made possible under the present 
system, three men controlling the affairs of the 
town absolutely. They also want to know 
whether they have had anything but a de 
facto government in the past. 


TORY ELBCTION TACTICS. 

As was predicted in Tue Trispune a week 
ago Sunday, the Tory election officers have 
used their position and their opportunities to 
advantage their party, and have nearly suc- 
ceeded. In Great Britain, unlike the United 
States, all the elections are not held the same 
day. The chief election officer, the Sheriff, 
has a discretion of from four to twelve days 
as to the time of nomination and polling. In 
the present elections the first nomination took ; 
place in England Nov. 23, in Scotland and 
Ireland the following day. The last election, 
except that in the Orkney and Shetland 
Islands, will occur the 9th of December. The 
rule is, in the case of boroughs: The Sheriff 
must, on the receipt of the Crown writ or 
election order, givé at least two clear days’ 
and not more than four days’ notice that 
nominations will be held; the elections, in 
case of contest, must then follow within not 
more than four and not less than two days. 
In counties from four to eight days’ notice of 
nominations must be given, and the elections 
must follow within eight days and not less 
than four days thereafter. 

The Sheriffs in England in the counties are 
without exception Tory Squires. The 
election officers in the boroughs are mostly of 
the same political persuasion. During the 
pending elections they have fixed nomina- 
tion and polling days at the dictation of the 
party managers. They so managed that the 
first elections occurred in the strong Tory 
Church-of-Engiand counties and boroughs of 
the south and east of England and in the 
Lancashire and London boroughs where the 
Irish vote was assured to their party. The 
nomination and polling days for the Scotch, 
Welsh, and North of England Liberal con- 
stituencies, borough and county, were held 
bock to the latest possible moment.

A NEW Vi&ss“eL MOTOR, 

The New York papers contain accounts of 
a new vessel-propelling device, which, if suc- 
cessful, cannot fail to work a great change in 
water transportation. Its practicability re 
mains to be demonstrated, but the principle 
of the invention is very simple. It aims to 
do away entirely with sails, screws, or steam, 
and propel vessels by means of a column of 
gas ejected against the water under the stern 
of the ship. The inventor—a son of Samuel 
Secor of the Secor Iron-Works—is confident 
that a bucket of coal will furnish sufficient 
power to propel an ordinary yacht from New 
York to Newport at a high-rate of speed. If 
any such expectations are realized the inven- 
tion will certainly work a revolution in trans- 
portation by water. 

Mr. Secor’s device consists of two pipes one 
foot high and two feet wide extending out aft 
and connected inside the vessel with a hollow 
steel globe in Which gas is generated, and the 
remainder of the apparatus is made up of a 
small upright boiler, an engine, an air con- 
denser, a small dynamo, and a tank with a 
pump attached. Air is pumped into the 
globe until a pressure of 500 pounds to the 
square inch is reached, when a small stream 
of petroleum is poured in and fired with a 
spark from the dynamo, causing a powerful 
stream of gas to rush through the pipes 
against the water in the rear of the boat. 
The inventor believes that the pressure at 
the outlet of the pipes will be fifteen tons or 
105 pounds to the square inch, and he holds 
that this will propel the vessel forward at a 
high rate of speed and with an expense that 


will be insignificant as compared with steam. 


The power will be developed as a series of 
explosions rather than a steady stream, and 
it is held that the effect will be to propel the 
vessel forward rather than force the water 
astern in the form of a wake. 

The idea of propelling a vessel by means of 
air or steam directed against the water under 
the stern is an old one In 1768 Franklin 
devised a scheme for propelling a boat by 
blowing steam against the water through a 
pipe leading out astern, but the steam con- 
densed so rapidly that the plan failed to 
work. Soon afterwards other inventors tried 
to use air instead of steam, but without suc- 
cess. The trouble with all these devices was 
that the energy was exerted in forcing the 
water back from the boat in the form of a 
wake rather than producing any propelling 
power, but Mr, Secor is confident that he has 
overcome this difficulty by throwmg the gas 
out in a series of explosions rather than ir a 
continuous stream. He holds that when the 
pressure is exerted in the form of explosions 
running as high as sixty or eighty per min- 
ute, there will be less slip, or lost motion, 
than if it were directed in a steady.stream. 
The original feature of Secor’s plan is to use 
the force in the form of explosions, and it 
may be that this will prove the solution of the 
old problem. His theory is so simple that it 
ought not to take long to test and determine 
its practicability. 


THE POSTAL DEFICIENCY. 

The report of the Postmaster-General 
shows a net deficiency in his department for 
the year ending June 30, 1885, of over eight 
millions ($8,381,571), as compared with a 
cash surplus in the Treasury of $1,033,233 for 
the year ending June 30, 1883. The same 
report also shows that, while the revenue has 
diminished; the expenditures under this Ad- 
ministration have more than proportionately 
increased, the falling off in receipts from 
those of two years ago being $2,947,849 and 
the increase of expenditures $6,042,489. If 
this ratio continues to increase it will not be 
long before the Democratic Administration 
will make a serious hole in the Treasury sur- 
plus, which, it may be remarked, is one of 
the fundamental principles of the Demo- 
cratic party. 

In looking for the causes of this deficiency 
one of the principal sources has been the re- 
duction made in first-class letter postage. 
Prior to 1883 the postal deficiency had been 
gradually worn away, and at the close of that 
fiscal year there was a cash surplus, as we 
have stated. ‘The receipts more than equaled 
the cost of transportation and delivery. 
Pressure was accordingly brought upon Con- 
gress .to reduce the postage on first-class 
matter from three to two cents. It was 
argued that the increase in letter-writing, the 
lessening of the demand for postal-cards, and 
the general growth of business would keep up 


the revenue; but the demand for postal- cards 


has not fallen off, and whatever may have 
been gained by an increase in the use of 
sealed letters has been more than offset by 
the increased expenditures. The result was 
that it wiped out considerable of the revenue, 
and at the end of the fiscal year 1884 there 
was a total deficiency of $5,246,591. A year 
ago last July a second reduction was made by 
cutting down the postage on transient papers, 
and on all transient matter, in fact, one-half. 
The result of the two reductions shows a de- 
ficiency of $8,381,571. t July the postage 
on printed matter sent from the office of pub- 
lication was reduced, atid the weight of let- 
ters that could be carried for the same post- 
age was doubled, so that the sender now pays 
two cents where he paid four previous to 
last July and six two years ago. ‘The effect 
of these reductions will not be apparent until 
another year, but of course they will still 
further increase the deficiency. 

Meanwhile, as deficiencies have increased, 
it will be observed by reference to this re- 
port that expenditures since 1884 have 
jumped up. For the year ending in 1883 
they were $43,559,749; for the year ending 


in 1884 they were $47,041,660; and for the 


year ending last June, expenses estimated to 
Oct. 1, $49,602,188. This can be accounted 
for in various ways. The railroad transpor- 
tation account has increased. Thousands of

ters, which has eaten up at least a million 


The general defielohey may thus be ac 


counted for in various Ways, among them the 
following: First, the effect of the series of 
reductions of postage; second, a falling off 
in business and the general lull which fol- 
lowed the Presidential election, causing a 
great reduction in the amount of postal busi- 
ness, and a dull winter in which all classes 


were practicing economy; third, the steady 


increase of railroad and other transportation 
companies’ expenses; fourth, the carriers’ 
delivery in small towns; and fifth, increased 
compensation to Postmasters in cities. 

As to the failure of the Postal Department 
to meet expenses that is not a cause for 
alarm. The people do not care to have it a 
dividend-making branch of the Government, 
though it would be more comfortable to have 
the books balance than to recognize a defi- 
ciency growing rapidly larger. We have now 
the cheapest postal system in the world. 
The Government transports a greater weight 
of postal material over a greater distance for 
less money than any other. We are ten 
times better served than the people of En- 
gland, for instance. ‘There is no other coun- 
try in the world where a letter can be car- 
ried 3,000 miles for two cents. The people 
do not want any cheaper postage and it will 
not be advisable to change it for many years 
tocome. All that they want is cheap, first- 
class service, and this they have. All that 
they ask ot the Postmaster-General is that 
he shall stop the increase of expenditures 
and arrest the alarming progress of the de- 
ficiency, which is fairly bounding up since his 
party came into power. They would like to 
see him practice a healthy economy and thus 
carry out some of those pledges with which 


the people were deceived into electing Mr. 


Cleveland. A good opportunity to begin is 
now afforded in the proposed convention of 
several thousand fourth-class Postmasters to 
get more pay. Let them be notified at once 
that while the department is running 
$8,000,000 behind no more money can be 
paid them and that they must keep their 
hands out of the general sufplus in the 
‘Treasury, which was not accumulated as 
plunder for little Postmasters. 


A FIVE-MILLION INCREASE OF THE 
PUBLIC DEBT. 


The Treasury statement for November 
shows that in the last four weeks there has 
been an increase of ntarly five millions in 
the National debt. The precise amount of 
the increase, as stated by the Treasury De- 
partment, is $4,887,198, and the total of the 
debt now is $1,452,544, 766, as against $1,447,- 
657,568 only one month ago. At this rate 
the Democratic Administration will run the 
country in debt nearly $60,000,000 a year. 
Contrast this with the persistent and extraor- 
dinary reductions of the public debt under 
Republican Administrations, and the advan- 
tages and Benefits of Democratic rule are 
already apparent. True to its-instincts and 
practices as a debt- making party, the Demo- 
cratic Administration at the end of nine 
months is ferced to report a large increase in 
the public debt. 

Every man who voted a year ago for a 
change for the sake of a change” ought to 
chalk down the $5,000,000 increase of the 
debt during November as something of that 
character. It is a very decided change 
from the uniform, Republican policy of re- 
ducing the debt. 

From 1865 to 1881 the average annual re- 


duction of the debt by the successive Repub- 


lican Administrations was $51,000,000. 
From this time on until the Republicans 
went owt of office last March the reductions 
were still heavier, ten and twelve million 
sweeps being. made nearly every month. 
During the last fouf years of Republican 
rule the average annual reduction was about 
$74,000,000. When Cleveland came into 
office the debt-paying was at once stopped; 
not a bond call has been isssued since the 
Democrats got control, and the accumulation 
of surplus in the Treasury amounts practi- 
cally to a contraction of the currency. No 
bonds have been redeemed; and now Manning 
reports an increase of nearly $5,000,000 in 
the debt during November. 

A year ago the people were warned that 
under Democratic rule the policy of debt- 
paying would be converted into debt-making. 
Manning’s statement for November shows 
how the prophecy is being fulfilled, Indeed, 
the Democratic Administration is in advance 
of the predictions, for no Republican vent- 
ured to assert that bond calls would be 
stopped immediately and a heavy increase of 
the debt reported within nine months. It 
was supposed that Cleveland might continue 
to follow Republican policies for a year at 
least, and that the natural consequences of 
Democratic control would not show them- 
selves until a little further along in his term. 
Eighteen months ago the National finances 
were in fine shape, and so-called independent 
voters ridiculed the assertion that a change 
to Democratic rule would make any differ- 
ence. -Mugwumps of every degree can read 
the last debt statement and estimate just 
what the change has cost the country up 
to date in increasing the National debt. 

The Democratic party always lias been a 
debt-making and money-squandering organ- 
ization. When it last had control of the 
country it dissipated the heavy surplus that 
had accumulated under the Clay tariff, loaned 
it on bogus securities, sunk it in defalca- 
tions, peculations, and ruinous expenditures, 
so that in 1861 it turned over an empty Treasury 
to the Republicans. In the States the same 
results are seen. In all such States as Ver- 
mont, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, and Kansas, 
where the Republicans have held uninter- 
rupted control for a long period, the Com- 
monwealths are practically free from debt. 
In other States where the Republicans ha ve 
been strong enough to hold the Democracy 
in check the debts have been kept down; 
but wherever the Democrats have had full 
sway the public burdens have been enor- 
mously increased. In the ring-ruled Demo- 
ocratic cities the only escape from bank- 
ruptcy has been in giving the local govern 
ment into the hands of the business classes, 


who constitute the controlling element in the 


Republican party. 

Mugwumps and others who voted for “‘a 
change for the sake of a change” will get a 
great deal more of it before they are through 
with the Democratic Administration. The 
surplus in the Treasury whets the appetite 
of the hungry and thirsty. New plans are be- 
ing devised to break down the regular ap- 
propriation committees in Congress and give 
all the other committees a finger in the pie. 
In this way the assault on the Treasury may 
be made by a log-rolling combination that 
will sweep everything before it. With an 
increasing debt and a vanishing surplus there |

“another than the contractor,” but do not 
intimate that the mucilage was not needed, 
that it was inferior in quality, or that the 


price was excessive. There was a regular 
contract for Faber pencils, but the committee 


find that the Postmaster-General on one oc- 
casion authorized the purchasing agent to 


‘buy the Michael pencils ‘‘ if he was sure they 


were as good as Faber’s.” A great many 
Republicans will be surprised to learn that a 
Democratic committee, after spending months 


examining the extensive transactions of a 


great department of the Government, can find 
nothing more serious than a few trifling ir- 
regularities in the purchase of twine, pen- 
cils, and mucilage. As the upshot of his in- 
vestigations, Postmaster-General Vilas is 
compelled to allude in his report to the 
able administration and faithful rec- 
ords of his Republican predecessors. 


Tun extinction of the Whigs in Ireland, to 
which the cablegrams refer, is largely due to 
the course of the Parnellites. They have, in 
order to keep down Gladstone's majority, 
voted with the Orangemen in Ulster, where 
there was no chance to elect one of their own 
candidates. It must be added that the Ulster 
Liberals have retaliated by uniting with the 
Tories to defeat the Parnellites. Two in- 
stances will illustrate this. The Catholics 
and Presbyterians, hitherto almost to a man 
Liberals, number 52,000 of the 66,000 popu- 
lation of North Derry. The constituency has 
returned a Liberal since 1868. Yet this time 
the Liberal candidate, Mr. Samuel Walker, 
Gladstone’s Irish Attorney-General, a very 
able man, was overwhelmingly beaten by a 
young Tory just outof school. The Catholics, 
numbering 23,000 of the population, must 
have voted solidly with the Orangemen. On 
the other hand, the Catholics and Presby- 
terians number 41,000 of the 48,000 people of 
North Tyrone, where John Dillon was beaten 
by a young Tory lord. Dillon did not re- 
ceive many Presbyterian votes. But perhaps 
the most singular teature of the Ulster elec- 
tion is that in the constituencies where the 
Presbyterians are in a majority the Liberal 
candidates, so far, have been badly beaten. 
In North Down, for instance, the Presby- 
terians are 32,789 and the total population 
56,192. There John Shaw Brown, the Lib- 
eral candidate, was beaten almost two to one 
by a swashbuckler militia Colonel. The 
Presbyterians have a clear majority (30,000 
of 57,000) in North Antrim. The Tory candi- 
date won there. The explanation seems to 
be that many of the Presbyterians voted 
against the Liberals on account of the dis- 
establishment movement in Scotland. In the 
last Parliament the Liberals, as distinguished 
from the nominal Home-Rulers, numbered 
thirteen. Nine were from Ulster. 


Mr. PARNELL has downed the only in- 
subordinate in his ranks and most effectually 
squelched him. In all his column Mr. Philip 
Callan of Louth was the only recalcitrant. 
When sober he was tgly, abusive, and unre- 
liable. When drunk, which is his condition 
the most of the time, he was still uglier and 
more abusive: and, worse than this, contin- 
ually betra- . the secrets of the Nationalists 
to the Government. Mr. Parnell determined 
this time to get rid of him, but it was a hard 
fight. He would not be outlawed, and de- 
termined on running for Parliament as an 
independent against Nolan, the regular Par- 
nellite candidate. For a week before the 
election the Nolanites and Callanites did not 
let a day pass without a row. There were 
innumerable shindies, and the number of 
broken heads increased each day up to the 
election, and election-day, up to the time 
the polls closed, every man had his 
blackthorn and used it freely. Parnell and 
Dillon came into the district expressly to 
down Callan, and had to run the gantlet of 
several mobs, but they succeeded in their 
mission; and when the votes were counted 
Nolan was found to have 2,580 votes and 
Callan but 1,450.

been broken and that nabting has already been 
resumed. At any rate, it seems certain that 
hostilities will be resumed because of Prince 
Alexander's refusal to accept the terms offered 
by Servia. 

Equally significant of farther trouble in the 
Balkans are the dispatches from Sophia, which 
Bay that a deputation of officers from all the 
Roumelian companies encamped at Pirot, 
headed by Col. Nikolaeff, was given an audi- 
ence by Prince Alexander today. They de- 
clared that the Roumelians had freely shed. che ir 
blood in defense of Bulgaria and they would 
never consent to a separation of Roumelia and 
Bulgaria. Prince Alexander, replying thereto, 
asserted that he was ready at all times to de- 
fend the union. 

OTHER OMINOUS INDICATIONS. 

From Philippopolis comes the following, which, 
taken in connection with the above, shows the 
feeling in regard to the restoration of the 
siatus quo ante: 


The Turkish delegates have arrived in this city. 
A meeting of citizens was held, and the Bishop 


_ urged them to repudiate the proposal to restore the 


status quo ante. The Russian agent was present, 
and said that the delegates had preceded a Euro- 
pean commission, and that the Sultan’s special 
commissioner was cOming to reorganize the organic 
statutes. He warned bis hearers that if the Com- 
missioner was not received Turkish troops would 
enter the country, and that Russia would refuse as- 
sistance to the Roumelians. The meeting, how- 
ever, declined to accept the commission or to treat 
on the matter of restoring the status quo ante. 
The Russian agent then withdrew from the meet- 
ing. The meeting afterward sent to the various 
foreign Consuls a copy of a resolution, which was 
in substance as tollows: 

“That the Turkish delegates be requested to 
postpone. the object of their mission and depart 
for their homes; that the citizens of Philippopolis 
only acknowledge Sophia, the Capital of Buigaria, 
as the seat of Government; that the army of . ast- 
ern Roumelia and the educated classes being at the 
seat of war the citizens ate unabie to treat on such 

important suoject to the province, and. having 

nt 60.000 men to the war, they cannot listen to a 
proposal for the restoration of the status quoante.”’ 

The Bulgarian Government has sent another 
circular letter to the Powers, its main points 
being: 

That Servia first declared war; that after reverses 
Buigarian valor forced the Servians to retire to 
their own territory; that, despite the armistice 
agreed to, the Servians continued hostilities against 
Widin, and that it was owing to threats made by 
the Austrian Minter at Belgrade that Alexander 
agreed to an armistice and invited Servia to ap- 
point delegates to arrange matters; that the Pow- 
ers should appreciate the fact that the Bulgarians, 
when victorious, exercised moderation at the risk 
of enabling the Servians to recover their strength ; 
that meanwhile Bulgaria awaits Servia’s counter- 
proposals. 

Prince Alexander gives assurance that he 
will not try to influence the Roumelians 
against the Porte’s delegate, but he asks the 
Powers to persuade to defer action until after 
the conclusion of peace with Servia. 

There is also an ominous tove to the advices 
from Athens, where M. Delyannis, the Greek 
Prime Minister, bas met the expulsion of M. 
Sygomuls, the Greek Consul at Crete, with an 
order for the expuision of all Ottoman Cons uls 
from Greece. 

The following, coming from Constantinople, 
is alse fraught with deep meaning: 

Lhave jest learned that 10,000 more Turkish 
troops have been ordered this evening to march 
from Adrianople to join on the Roumelian frontier 
the other Turkish troops, who, as I advisedoyou 
Monday last, have proceeded to the frontier in 
order to back up in case of need the Turkish Com- 
missioners, who have already arrived at Philip- 
popolis. 

From St. Petersburg the London Telegraph's 
correspondent wires the following: 

It is — court circles here that two or three 
army corps are concentrating in the south of Rus- 
sia and that their eventual goal is Bulgaria. 
Austria is preparing 50,000 men.

Loxpox, Dec: 3.—Thd Duke of Wellington 
has started for Madrid to represent Queen Vic- 
toria at the requiem mass for the repose of the 
soul of the late King Alfonso Saturday next. 

RUBSIA’S REPRESENTATION. 

Sr. Peterssura, Dec. 3.—Count Schouvaloff 
left chis city today for Madrid, carrying from 
the Czar a letter of condolence to the bereaved 
Queen Christina. The Count will represent the 
Czar at the funeral. 


PRAXEDO M. SAGASTA. 
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Long before the death of Alfonso a Spanish 
Cabinet crisis was imminent and Praxedo M.. 
Sagasta was looked upon as the man for the 
new Cabinet. Upon the King’s death be was 
summoned by Alfonso’s widow and, in accord 
ance with ber instructions, formed a new Min- 
istry. Praxedo M. Sagasta is 59 years of age. 
He has always been a Liberal leader, and on a- 
count of his participation in the Rebellion of- 
1866 was compelled to flee from Spain. Re- 
turning after isabella’s exile in 1868 he was 
made Minister of Public Works. On the ac- 
cession of Amadeus in 1871 he became Minister 
of War, and later in the year gained noto- 
riety as the principal antagonist of Zor- 
iia, the Radical leader. He was also 
made President of the Cortes in 
1871. When Zorilla became President of the 
Cortes in 1872 Sagasta resigned from the Min- 
istry. This resignation the King refused to 
accept, and the Cortes was dissolved. In the 
election of 1872 Sagasta’s party were in power, 
but Zorilla exposed the corrupt measures of 
the former, and his impeachment, though not 
carried into effect, was seriously thought of. 
In 1876 Sagasta again came into power as Min- 


ister of the Interior under Serrano. When extending

THEEBAW’S SURRENDER. 
HE GIVES UP TO THE BRITISH LN THE MOST 
ABJECT MANNER. 

Lowpon, Deo. 8.—The following additional 
details of the surrender of King Theebaw were 
received here today: Saturday last Gen. Pren- 
dergast, commander of the British expedition- 
ary force, at the bead of a brigade of troops, 
marched into Mandalay. King Theebaw at 
once received Col. Sloden, who accompanied 
the expeditionary force as civil commissioner, 
at the palace with the usual Eastern for- 
malities. The King was much affected 
and frightened. He said he hoped the 
British would spare ois life, that he wished 
to abdicate, and would remain in any 
house allotted to bim dy we British 
Government. Kmg Theebaw claimed that his 
Ministers had deceived him in regard to the sit- 
uation of affairs; that be was ignorant of 
what was occurring outside of Mandalay; that 
be was almost a prisoner in his palace; that 
he feared assasins would siay him if he left 
the palace; anc he would surrender to the 
British authorities. Col. Sloden advised his 
Majesty to plead with Lord Dufferin, the Vice- 
roy of India at Calcutta. Sunday Theebaw

MANDALAY PLUNDEKED — PRENDERGAST 
THANKED.

GEN, CROOK’S IDEA OF IT.

He says that upon returning 
te the Department of Arizona in 1882 be found 
the Apaches buddied about the agency where 
there was no land for them to cuitivate. 
The Indians complained. of this, and 
the agent, Mr. Wilcox, acknowledged the 
justice of the complaint, but said he was act- 
ing in strict compliance with his orders in 
keeping them there. He said, however, that if 
Gen, Crook would take the whole responsibility 
of their management he (Wilcox) would make 
no objection to their removal to other localities 
within the reservation. The Chiricahuas were 
then out, and it was agreed on all hands that it 
was best to bring in all that could not be killed. 

“This whole matter,“ writes Gen. Crook, 
“was fully understood before I started for the 
Sierre Madre. [Imagine my surprise 
when I reached the border on my return from 
the Sierra Madre with a portion of the Chiri- 
cahuas as captives to learn that the agent had 
telegraphed to Washington protesting against 
their being brought on the reservation.“ Soon 
afterwards Gen. Crook was ordered to,Wash- 
ington for consultation, and in his presence, 
after full discussion, a memorandum was 
signed by the Secretaries of War and the Inte- 
rior by which the police control of the entire 
reservation was vested in the War Department. 

The scope of this control,“ he says., was 
thoroughly discussed, and as thoroughly un- 
derstood, not only by myself but by the other 
persons present—viz.: the Secretary of War, 
the Seeretary of the Interior, and the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs. The idea that the 
authority which [had already exercised on the 
reservation simply as a matter of necessity was 
to be in any degree lessened or ‘imited was 
never even hinted at. On the contrary, my 
duties and powers were by the agreement ex- 
pressiy recognized and made of record, 
and were exercised and enforced withont 
any objection for nearly two years. Upon this 
express understanding I made myself respon- 
sible for the peace and quiet of the Indians. 
For more than two years there was nota 
single depredation by the A paches—for the first 
time in the memory of white men that so long 
an interval of peace had been enjoyed in Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. As I have said 
before, up to this time the Indian Department 
seemed only too willing to have me manage the 
entire Indian business, giving me the most 
hearty coéperation, anc I certainly could not 
conceive that with the added danger of the 
Chiricahuas there would be any less degree of 
codperation. Months, afterward it appears 
that the very day the above agreement was 
entered into the Secretary of the Interior 
wrote Ageat Wilcox in terms which must have 
convinced him that neither de nor the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs was in accordance 
with my views as to Indian management, and 
at the same time saying the agreement was a 
makeshift to relieve them from responsibility 
and transfer it to my shoulders; also hinting 
that an expression of views adverse the 
metbod of settlement would be agre e to 
the department. 

“The result was inevitable, and the 12th of 
September I find that Agent Wilcox is com- 
pla in ing to the Interior Department with ref- 
erence to the agreement that it deprived him 
of his power in his rovernment of the Indians 
and leit littie to sustain his authority, and 
recommending its termination. I have no 
knowleage of the contents of confidential com- 
munications between the Indian Department 
and its agent, but as the sequel 1 
find that early in December following—in 
less than five months—the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs,in a letter to the Secretary of the 
Interior, takes the ground that the agreement 
was with the understanding that the military 
officers were to have the supervisionof the 
police regulations on the reservation under the 
direction and with the approval of the Indiana 
Agent. With this action of the Interior Depart- 
ment officials at Washington it is not to de 
wondered that the dangers of divided control 
and want of coOperation should become mani- 
fest.” 


A NEW ONE TRIES IT. 


In December, 1884, Agent Wilcox was re- 
heved and a Mr. Ford was appointed in his 
place. The new agent worked in barmony, 
but by the middle of January he took another 
course. Gen. Crook reported the matter, ana 
asked that his administration be sustainea or 
he be relieved of responsibility. He was in- 
structed, pepding conferences between the two 
departments at Washington, * not to interfere 
with farming operations of Indians not consid- 
ered as prisoners,” and informed that the ques- 
tion of relieving him must, in the public inter- 
est, be held in abeyancd for the present. There- 
upon Gen. Crook wrote the Adjutant-General 
a letter, the concluding paragraphs of which 
are as follows: ‘ 

As this right of control has now been withdrawn 
from me, I must respectfully decline to be any 
longer held responsible for the behavior of any of 
the Indians on that reservation. Further, I regret 
being compelled to say thatin refusing to relieve 
me of this responsibility (as requested in letter 
of Jan. 20), and at the same time taking fiom me 
the power by which these Indians have been con- 
trolled and compelled to engage in industrial pur- 
suits, the War Department destroys my influence 
and does an injustice to me and to the service 
which I represent. 

The outcome of the matter was the appointment 
of Capt. F. E. Pierce, First Infantry, as Indian 
Agent at San Carlos, and the dangers from divided 
responsibility were at an end. ; 


GEN, SCHOFIELD. 


Maj.-Gen. Schofield, commanding the divis- 
jon of the Missouri, says in his annual report 
that nis force in round numbers consists of 
9,500 infantry, 5,600 cavulry, and 280 artillery — 
aggregating 16,000 men. They occupy sixiy- 
five different stations, giving an average of 231 
men at each, He has the following to say 
about the means necessary to prevent great de- 
struction to lite and property by savage In- 
dians: 


The Indians aré well mounted, having several 
ponies to each man, well armed, and abundantly 
supplied with ammunition. Being trained from 
early childhood, they are excellent horsemen and 
expert marksmen, equal in these respects to the 
best regular troops in the world. It is manifestly 
impossible to permanently Overawe and hold in 
subjection such bodies of savages by the show of 
any force far inferior to them in numbers. 

I beg leave to submit that, in a country of 
60,000,000 people, 50,000 men would be a small 
army to be retained with sole reference to possi- 
ble foreign wars; but when the country has con- 
stant daily use for nine-tenths of that force to pro- 
tect its citizens and their property, to prevent 
destruction by savage tribes in their midst, it is 
extremely unwise to limit the army to its present 
stre ;

AN APPROPRIATION ASKED, 


THE NORTH PACIFIC-COASTERS DESIRE THE 
COLUMBIA RIVER IMPROVED BY CON- 
GRESS. 

THe Dates, Ore., Dec. 3.—In the Water 
way Convention the committee on a memorial 
to Congress presented a long report, giving an 
epitome of the commerce of Columbia River, 
and stating what benefits would accrue if ob- 
structions were removed. It concludes: 


Your memoriatists, therefore, respectfully but 
earnestly pray that an appropriation for the im- 
provement already in progress be of such amount 
that the prosecution of the said work may de con- 


tinuous until the same is fully completed, 
under the direction of the ry of 
War as to the amount to be expended 


each year, and that steps be immediately taken to 
begin the improvement of the channel of the Co- 
lumbia River whenever the same may be necessary 
for practical navigation. Your memorialists 
further pray that the lands adjacent to the 
Columbia River, at all places where ob- 
structions exist requiring the use. oof 
banks for permanent improvements may be re- 
served from settiement and sale, to the end that 
the same may be occupied for such permanent im- 
provement by the Government when needed. 

The Secretary was instructed to furnish the 
Legislature of Washington Territory with a 
copy of the memorial, the Lope bemg expressed 
that it would add its approval. Boards of 
Trade, Chambers of Commerce, and other bodies 
in towns interested in the subject were asked to 
join in urging the memorial and its objects 
upon Congress. A resolution was ado 
praying Congress to give Representative Her- 
mann a place on the Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee. It was decided to make the Water- 
way Convention a permanent institution and 
to place full authority in the bands of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. The meeting was the 
largest representative gathering ever held on 
the North Pacific coast, and was the first united 
action of the various sections toward securing 
an appropriation.

Re- 
soiving not to submit to such eéxtordon, the 
mill men of Butte assembled a short time ago 
and determined to close down their works Jan.

Learning this the Union Pacific sent an official 
to Butte to investigate the matter.

The offical of the Union Pacific 
offered to recommend a reduction to $12, but 
the mill-men positively refused to accept any 
compromise. It is expected that the Union 
Pacific will accede to a 810 rate rather than 
bave the milis shut up.

STUDYING THE HEAVENS. 


ESSAYS FROM EVERYWHERE ON THE “RED 
SUNSETS”"’—A NEW COMET DISCOVERED AT 
PARIS. 

Rocuester, N. T., Dec. 3.—Last. January a 
prize of $200 in gold was offered by H. H. 
Warner, founder of the Warner Observatory in 
this city, for the best 3,000-word essay on the 
red sunsets of 1883 and 1884. The contest 
closed Deo. 1, and competitive essays have 
been sent in from the Fiji Islands, Australia, 
the Sandwich Islands, Bohemia, Germany, Cape 
of Good Hope, England, Scotland, and the 
United States. The decision of the judges has 
not yet been made known, but Director Swift 
of the observatory says the essays are of an 
extremely bigh character and will be pro- 
foundly interesting to meteorologists and as- 
tronomers.

SOUTHERN PART OF THE STATE. 

JACKSON, Miss., Dec. 8.— [Special.}| — Tue 
United States Land-Office bas been crowded 
with buyers for the last few Jays. Most uf 
them are from the North and West, who are 
attracted by the magnificent piace lands of 
Southern Mississiopi. The excellent timber dis- 
play of our State at the exposition has, no 
doubt, done much toward turning the eyes of 
the land-seekers this way. The office today 
sold upwards of 30,000 acres situated mostly 
in Marion County. This makes about 60,000 
acres of pine lands sold during the last ten 
days. The price paid for these lands is $1.25 
per acre. In paying for these lands the pur- 
chasers have used about $40,000 worth of in- 
demuity scrip” purchased from the State of 
Mississippi at $1 per acre, thereby saving 25 
cents on each acre. This scrip was issued to 
the State in payment of swamp and overflowed 
lands erroneousiy sold by the Government, and 
for which patents should have been issued tu 
the State.

The Rev. Dr. John F. Thomson of Buenos 
Ayres, South America, lectured last evening in 
the Centenary M. R. Church on The Progress 
and Prospects of the Argentine Republic.” 
Dr. Thomson bas resided in South America for 
the last thirty years, and is pastor 
of the Spanish speakimg section of the 
Methodist Church in Buenos Ayres. 
fie is at present on a brief visit to the United 
States on personal business, with an incidental 
commission from the Argentine Government 
10 set forth the manifold attractions of that 
eountey on all appropriate occasions, From 
last evening's lecture it would seem that if 
there is now an Eden on earth it is 
somewhere in Argentina—and the only 
thing needed to make the whole coun- 
try an earthly Paradise seems to be 
a reduction of the United Stutes tariff on wool. 
At least, that was the only desideratum the 
jecturer referred to. One thing the lecturer 
overlooked was the strong attractions that 
country presents to United States female 
school-teachers. It is a well-known fact that 
many large consignments of school-ma’ams 
bare been shipped from the States 
within the last three or four years, and 
owme to the reprehensible habit school- 
ma’ams bave of lapsing into married life when 
away from home the demand is still greater 
than the supply. Argentina is no better than 
Dakota in that respect. Dr. Thomson told the 

reporter last evening that female school- 
teachers get salaries of $250 to $300 a moath 
in Buenos Ayres -- where money is 
worth more than it is in Chicago. 
During the day or two he has been in 
the city Dr. Thomson has bad applications from 
several young women who wouldn't mind 

teaching . idea how to shoot in Ar- 
gentina. Certainjy as a field for immigration 
there is none more flowery and attractive than 
that described in last night's lecture. 

A GREAT CUUNTRY. 

Dr. Thomson was introduced by Dr. Jack- 
son, the pastor of Centenary Church.

285 days of every year skies of cloudless blue 
hang over most of the territory.

Such is the 
miidness of the climate the chil-

There are io the Re- 
public over 90,000,000 of sheep, 16,000,000 cows, 
and 5,000,000 horses, of an estimated aggregate 
value of 8881. 000, 000. Tuose who make sheep- 
farming a business hardly ever keep 
a flock of less than 2,000, and 
a majority of owners possess more. About 
40,000 frozen sheep are now yearly exported to 
Europe; and to various parts we export $4,000,- 
000 worth of frozen beef, $30,000,000 worth of 
wool, $5,000,000 worth of sheepskins, $9,0v0,-

“ The total value of imports and exports for 
1884 is estimated at $160,000,000. ‘The trade 
with the United States is about one-third of 
that done with England or France, and not 
one-heif of that done with Belgium. Now 
why sbould the trade with the great United 
States be so much less than that done with 
little Belgium? Because the monarchies of 
Europe are more just in their dealings 
with the Argentine Republic tnan this great 
model and almost mother of Republics. Fur- 
ther, this greatest of Republics, author and 
advocate of the Monroe doctrine,’ is more 
generous in ber dealing with the subjects of 
European monarchies than with her young — 
admiring sister, the Argentine Republic. 

Tou recently sent a committee into South 
America to make such inquiries as would tend 
to an increase of commerce with that half of 
the continent. Now the Argentine Republic 
is the coming giant in that part of the earth, 
but you practically forbid us to trade with 
you by unjustly discriminaimg against our 
greatest export in favor of the subjects of a 
monarchy. Our greatest export is wool—wool 
ot such a fineness, lustre, and flexibility as you 
can get in great quantities only from us; and 
because you do not get it you have to import, 
the fine cloth that is made of it from France 
and England. Thatis why you have to pay 
such a high price fora suit of fine broadcloth 
in this country.

A general summing-up of the 
work in the veo Creek region shows

— 2 & hours 9,500 barrels. In the fifteen 
months’ career of the territory fifty-three wells 
were bored, all of which produced oil in great- 
er or less quantities except twelve. These 
twelve were not owned by men of small capi- 
tal, but by parties who had an interest in flow- 
ing wells, so their small ‘losses in their 
failure were 9 by their large profits from 
the Ling producers, 

Tue story of the development of the field 
reads like a romance. The first well was struck 
in the summer. The most of them came in in 
the winter, making the work all the harder. 
Thorn Creek is located on the slope of a 
mountainous hill, covered by a dense forest. 
It is three miles from the railroad, necessitat- 
ing the bauling in wagons of the machinery 
and tools for the wells. This machinery was 
brought either from Pittsburg or Oli City to 
Renfrew, on the Pittsburg & Western Kail- 
road. From there it was taken in wagons to 
the woods. The average cost of a well in the 
Thorn Creek region was $1,500. It is interest- 
ing to know just what this costis upon. The 
cost of a derrick is merely the price of the lum- 
ber and the labor to erect it, which ie $150. 
An engine can usually be bought 

cost and 
rope $100. To show that verv little 
goes to waste about an oll well, when it is fin- 
ishea, it may be meutioned t this rope, ail 
greasy and saturated with eum, is eager- 
ly sought after by manila paper manufactur- 
ers and ‘made by them into paper bags. The 
cost of labor on one well is anywhere from $750 
to $1,000. Ine bonus for leasehold and con- 
tract is about $200. Tt takes from thirty to 
thirty-eight days to complete a well. The baul- 
ing of machinery, tools, and lumber over rough 
roads from Renfrew to Thorn Creek was 
one of the bardest features the work encoun- 
tered. The winter was unusually cold, and on 
more thare one occasion the road was rendered 
impassable by deep snows; but where fortunes 
are to be made in a few hours snow-banks are 
considered no impediment, and large gaugs of 
men could be seen apy bright winter morning 
ahead of long teams of wagons 6hoveling snow 
away; and thus the work of transporting the 
machinery, lumber, and tools to get oil from 
the ground in that isolated region was kept up 
through the winter. 

The total cost of the fifty-three weils bored 
up to this time has been in the neighborbood 
of $150,000. Imto this enters many items not 
enumerated above, such as the cost of haul- 
ing, the railroad freight, and nitro-glycerine, 
which was used to torpedo many of the wells. 
On one ovcasion, when the celebrated Fisher 
well took fire, the proprietors bad to offer 8500 
reward to gét anybody to undertake to ex- 
tinguish it. One man brought a brass cannon 
into the woods, and by a curious method 
earned the $500 intwo days. This is only an 
instance of the incidental expeuse attending 
oil development. Still another bit of expense 
was the fitting up of dwellings, although they 
were mere wooden shanties, sufficient in num- 
ber to accumulate a good-sized town in the 
woods. Now they are all deserted, with but 
few exceptions, and the wildcat roams about 
their bearthstones. 

The profits of the oil-producers in this field 
are close upon $2,000,000. This is distributed 
among twenty-five firms and individuals who 
operated there. No previous oii feld can 
boast of such arecord. The famous Pit-Hole 
region has left a bwtory of scores of broken 
fortunes. Oil Creek was equally disastrous to 
many producers, ‘* Coal-Oil Johnny won dis 
notoriety in this region. Those who operated 
in the Thorn Creek region were chiefly men of 
means in the beginning, although a few. such 
as the Christys, who struck the first large 
well, put their little all into their first venture, 
and had it been @ failure thefr loss would have 
been about $3,000. Today the two Christy 
brothers are estimated as being worth some- 
where in the neigboorhood of $75,000 each. In 
its palmiest days the field produced as high as 
25,000 barrels of oil every twenty-four hours. 
Now the total production of ali the weils is less 
than 300 barrels per day. 


THE MAYORALTY COUNT, 


A TOTAL GAIN OF TWELVE FOR SMITH IN 
THE FIFTY-SEVEN PRECINCTS COUNTED. 
The ballots from fifty-seven precincts bave 

been counted in the Mayoralty contest. The 

Fifth Ward was finished yesterday, and two 

preeincts of the Firth were counted. The 

count began at 10 o’clock, and when an ad- 
journment was taken for the day fifteen pre- 
cincts had bees counted, increasing Smith's 
gain over Harrison by eight votes. The re- 
turns trom the Fifth Ward were found to be 
in better condition than had been expected, 
the inaccuracies being few in number and of 
little importance.: The gain of the Prohibition 
candidate, Bush, of three votes caused some 
mirth at his expense, and his chances for being 
counted in were discussed pro and con. Dur- 
ing the morning session Commissioner Windes 
and Mr. Story bad quite a sharp controversy 
about a disrespectful remark made by the lat- 

ter. But Mr. Windes said afterwards they did 

not mean what they said except just for the 

moment when they said it. 

When the Fifth Ward was finished Mr. Story 
objected to opening the envelopes of the Sixth 
as they had been used in the Monear-Doerner 
contest. But the Commissioner allowed them 
to be opened, as Judge Prendergast, in giving 
his order for the recount, bad expressly stated 
that the envelopes from that ward would not 
be included among those requiring further evi- 
dence of safe custody. The envelopes had 
been slit open atzone end for the Aldermanic 
contest by the Hiection Committee of the City 
Council, and closed up by pasting a strip of 
white paper over the end slit open and sealing 
it, One of the envelopes that Mr. Plautz bad 
brought along was, by mistake, sealed so as to 
cover up the numberof the precinct. The 
seal was broken and the figure 8 found on the 
bottom of the wax seal, while on the paper it 
had become illegible. The ballots in the envel- 
ope were accordingly counted as coming from 
the Eighth Precinct.

THE SOUTH LYNN POISONING CASE. 
John Ward and his wife Kosa, who were ar 
rested on the chargeof attempting to poison 
the family of William Windhousen at South 
Lynn by throwing arsenic in their well, were 
remanded to the jail by Justice Brayton yes- 
terday pending a bearing in bis court at 11 
o'clock today. Ward told a TRIBUNE reporter 
that his present incarcerauon is entirely the 
work of a spiteful fellow named Brooks, who 
was the only prosecuting witness at court yee- 
terday, Windhousen and family not appearing 
at all. Iam 63 years old, be said, “ a veteran 
member of the old Twenty-second [illinois Reg- 
iment, in which I served four years before the 
> per of the enemy, and I was never accused 
ing a mean or vicious act before.

ute arose in regard to the payment for drinks. 
The hostiers were obstinate and finally be- 
came obs rous. Thereupon Finkelstein, 
aided by his son Philip and representatives of 
all the trives of Judah ana Israel, cast them 
out bodily. In afew mqments the bostier re- 
turned, and one of m, Louis Herring, 
opuned the door.

THAT ALLEGED 4RSON. 

Justice Woodman resumed the hearing of the 
Frankenbach and Simon arson case yesterday. 
Clemens Ackerman underwent a very severe 
cross-examination by Mr. Byam, but nis testi- 
mony against the defendants was unsbaken in 
any materia! point. He said that after the fire 
Simon endeavored to get bim on the police 
force. In October last his conscience began 
to trouble him about the part he had 
taken im the burning of the building and in 
Kappes’ saloon one night he unburdened his 
mind-and told Kappes, Charies Lang, Ernst 
Koch, and a man named Ladenburg. They ad- 
vised him to call on State’s-Attorney Grinnell 
and tell the story. He did sa, and was referred 
to Luther Lafiin Miils. His story was taken 
out in writing in the presence of witnesses, 
and besigned it. Mr. Byam made the witness 
recall every conversation be bad with either of 
the defendants regarding the fire, and cailed 
for the exac: language used and the manner fh 
which it was spoken. At the hour of adjourn- 
ment, after Ackerman dad beep on the wit- 
ness-stand for five hours, the defendants’ at- 
torney had not yet reached the time of the 
first fre. Atone time the witness said that 
Simon remarked about a certain night, This 
isa good night for a fire, because it is so 
windy.” The examination will be resumed to- 
day. 

NORTH TOWN BOARD.. 

The regular mecting of the North Town 
Board was held yesterday afternoon. Justice 
Arud offered a resolution ceclaring that the 
last meeting was beld contrary to the statutes, 
and was therefore illegal and void, as was the 
raising of Mr. Cbase’s salary. Justice Kistler 
Offered a resolution that in the judgment of 
the board all excess of commissions ana tees 
over and above $1,500 collected out of the re- 
spective funds should be a fund out of which 
to defray the expenses of the Collector's office, 
and should sige crea be turned into the Town 
Treasury. 

Justice Kersten opposed the resolution and 
insisted that the board aliow the Coliector to 
run his office in his own way. Justice Barker 
said the 2 per cent on collections, the statutes 
intended, should be applied to the collecting 
expenses of the town and an additional sum 
should be voted when the expenses exceeded 
that fund, or the board might allow the Col- 
lector a certain per diem. John W. Crawford, 
Chief Deputy Collector, expiained that the 2 
per cent covered about two-thirds of the. ex- 
penses of the Coliector’s office. The resolution 
was afterwards withdrawn. The Collector was 
instructed to employ twenty-six deputies at $5 
a day, a cashier and assistant cashier at $10 
and $7.50 a day respectively, and a chief clerk 
and bis assistant at $10 and $7.50 per day. The 
Collector's books were received yesterday, and 

the coliectaon of taxes will begin immediately. 


THEY WILL ARGUS FALSELY. 

The Sunday closing of the saloons, proposed 
by the Reform Alliance, does not worry the 
saloonkeepers as much as it did before Tun 
TRIBUNE pointed out what a slow and unpsatis- 
factory way fighting under tba State law is. 
They are not quite at ease, however, and are 
now thinking of going into the pamphlet busi- 
ness. They propose to get out one which shail 
give the figures of the school census of two 


years ago, where the enumerator sought to 
show that about two-thirds of the peo- 
ple living in Chicago were Ger- 
mans, Irish, Scandinavians, Poles, Bohemians, 
etc., which was done by putting down as a Ger- 
mar. a man born and reared in this country 
providing his father was born in Germany, no 
matter whether the father came bere when he 
was an adult or when be was a baby. This way 
of dealing with figures is not quite honest, but 
it suits the needs of the saloon-men, and so 
they will ** out their pamphlet, claiming that 
two-thirds of the residents of this city are peo- 
pie of foreign —— one of them being the 
drinking of liquor Sunday, and that conse- 
quently their drinking that day must not be in- 
terfered with.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

WHAT SECRETARY REYNOLDS THINES 
ABOUT IT—CHICAGO CAN DO IT If SHE 
WILL. 

“The question of the World’s Pair in 1892,” 
said Secretary Reynolas of the Exposition 
Company yesterday, is now, so far as we are 
concerned, in the hands or the Executive Com- 
mittee, to which it was referred at the Dr 
rector’s meeting Tuesday.” 

* When is the committee to report and what 
is its report expected to embrace?“ 

I presume aspecial meeting of the directors 
will be called within the next week or ten days 
to hear the report. Ido not think it wili con- 
sist of more than a mere expression of the 
views of the committee, with perhaps an out- 
lined plan for the work of agitating the matter 
and bringing it before those upon whom the 
project must principally depend for its suc- 
cess. I refer to the substantial business-men 
of the city who must take hold of the work 
with a full realization of its magnitude 
and the responsibilities attached to it. 
It will not be a holiday occupation by any 
means. On the contrary, there is ample work 
to keep tweniy-five capable, energetic men 
busy in their several departments for the next 
five years.” 

It will necessarily require a large amount 
of capital, will it not!“ 

No, L[think not; although that would de- 
pend largely upon the plans upon which it was 
carried out. Oue or two of the papers have 
quoted me as saying it would require $5,200,000. 
I never bad any such amount in mind. At the 
Paris Exposition of 1867 the buildings were 
none of them over one story high, and with the 
expanse of territory we bave at our disposal 
bere there would be nonecessity for our add- 
ing a second story to any of the buildings, al- 
though their size would require them to be 
substantially constructed.” 

„Where could such buildings be advantage- 
ously lo cated?” 

„O, in some one of the city’s suburbs en- 
joying the proper means of transportation, al- 
though the latter would undoubtediy be pro- 
vided with but littie effort upon the part of the 
projectors of the enterprise when once the site 
for the buildings bad been selected.“ 

“Would they be constructed with any view 
to permanency?” 

“That bad not occurred to me, but in case 
the site selected were one of the oity parks, I 


‘have no doubt some of them would be, 


such, for instance as Memorial Hall and other 
buildings which still stand in Philadelphia as 
monuments to the Ceutennial Exposition.“ 
Would not the Park Commissioners object 
to the use of any of the parks for this pur- 


“I do not imagine they would. Fairmount 
sustained no injury, notwithstanding the thou- 
sands that crowded it daily. However, these 
are matters which will scarcely require consid- 
eration for some time yet. It will first be neo- 
essary to sound the ideas of our wealthier and 
more public-spirited citizens upon the matter 
in a general way, and I presume the Executive 
Committee will in the near future formulate 
some plan to thisend. It will be an immense 
undertaking, and cannot, in my judgment, be 
commenced too soon. If it is undertaken, it 
must not fail for want of support; ana sooner 
than that I should prefer to see St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, or some other Western city take it up. 
I believe, however, that Chicago can handle it 
successfully if she will but put her shoulder to 
the Wheel.“ 


WINDOW BURGLARIES. 
A GANG OF COLORED THIEVES PLACED 
UNDER ARREST. 

One of the most successful captures the po- 
lice have made of late was accomplished in the 
last few days by Officers Smith, Terry, and Tim 
McKeough.

BISHOP DUGGAN. 

A PROMINENT CHICAGO SPECIALIST DOUBTS 
THE TRUTH OF THE STATEMENT THAT 
THIS CELEBRATED INDIVIDUAL HAS RBE- 
GAINED HIS REASON. 

The discussion of the possible but bardly 
probable recovery of Bishop Duggan recalis 
the stormy days in which clerical factions and 
the Catholic public found themselves em- 
broiled, and a good deal of interest is ex- 
hibited by the prelates, the public, and more 
especially the medical fraternity as to the 
truth of a rumor that the unfortunate digni- 
tary of the church, after fifteen years of what 
was considered confirmed insanity, is about to 
emerge into the world with a proper mental 
balance, and that the direct cause of this al- 
leged recovery is cocaine, a drug of which su 
littie is known and so much feared. Bishop 
James Duggan has been at St. Vincent’s Asylum 
at St. Louis since 1870, the institution bemg un- 
der the management of the Grey Sisters of 
Charity. His case being regarded as hopeless 
the name of the much respected priest has 
been avoided by the friends of his family 
and he has been looked upon as one dead to 
the worid. 

The sudden announcement that he has re- 
covered us by a miracie, coming as it does 
from St. Louis and without proper authenti- 
cation, added to the significant ciaim that such 
recovery is due solely to the use of cocaine, 
is not acceptable to thoughtful and scientific 
minds. 

A TRIBUNE reporter called yesterday upon a 
medical practitioner who makes a speciaity of 
nervous and mental derangements, and of 
whose high reputation there can be no ques- 
tion. He said: 

I bave several patients in St. Vincent’s and 
bave frequently been there. I have known 
Bishop Duggan intimately for years, and I have 
often seen and taixed with him on the occasion 
of my visits to St. Vincent's, and I know per- 
sonaily Dr. Bauduy, the physician in charge. 
He comes from an old Creole family, is a quiet, 
unassuming, and competent practitioner, who 
is far removed from the sensational. Now, Dr. 
Bauduy says, according to the papers, that he 
was very much surprised at a rumor having 
gotten abroad that the Bishop was on the way 
to recovery; the fact was that the Bisbop's 
condition was not improved and that the case 
was of so bopeless a charrcter that ‘we have 
not given it any attention for a long time.’ 
What Dr. Bauduy says of the patient's condi- 


tion corresponds with my own impressions. 


From the first I thought it one of those cases 
recognized as incurabie. During my protract- 
ed conversations with him at St. Vincent's 
nothing presented itself which would induce 
me to modify my convictions at the outset. 
When I last saw the Bishop he was more physic- 
ally robust than ever in bis life, and I talked 
witb him for an hour or 60, but there was ab- 
solutely nothing in his mental condition which 
gave a busis for hope of mental improvement/’ 

„How about cocaine, dovtor?’’s 

“T have never yet geard of its use for men- 
tal diseases; it is a local antes chetie, and I do 
not see how it is applicable to disorders of the 
mind. In my own practice I have never used 
it, and I do not see upon what theory it 
could be used in the case of Bishop Duggan or 
one analogous to bis; but I don't know much 
about cocaine, and the suggestion of its use in 


mental disorders is an entirely new one to me. | 


From the remarks attributed to Dr. Bauduy I 
bave an impression that statement has but 
little foundation in fact. It would be a totally 
new departure if a mental diseuse should suc- 
cumb almost immediately to a new discovery 
for the use of which thers is as yet no theory. 
Take the case of Dr. Bradley, who is alleged to 
have gone insane througt the use of cocaine. 
I am skeptical of this case; no man breaks 
down suddenly, no man becomes a drunkard, a 
thief, demoralized, or insane suddenly, and no 
man or woman becomes immoral or licentious 
suddenly. The plunge from a mental and 
moral equilibrium to mentai and moral dis- 
order is too great. Their actions haye all along 
attracted the attention of their associates, and 
may have been inexpiicable at the time. The 
mind is simply a form of force manifesting it- 
self through a mechanism which we call the 
brain. These manifestations differ in differ- 
ent individuals because there are structural 
differences in the brain of those individuals. 
As that structure becomes impaired its func 
tions become perverted, and the perversion of 
function—that is, mental disease—will be per- 
sistent in accordance with the permanency of 
the structural change of which it is the expres- 
sion. Certain forms of mental disease are the 
expressions of certain types of brain disorgan- 
ization, and these are necessarily permanent 
and incurable.”’ 

“Then you do not believe that Bishop Dug- 
gan's insanity has been or can be cured by this 
cocaine?“ 

“It looks to me very much like a clever 
pieee of advertising on the part of the proprie- 
tors of cocaine.”” And then, with a laugh, 
the doctor conciuded: 

“The Bishop may have had toothache or 
neuralgia in the head, and it is just possible 
that cocaine was udministered to afford him 
relief, and this fact may have been seized upon 
by the friends of cocaine to advertise it.” 


BEFORE JUSTICE WHITE. 
“MICKEY, THE WHISTLER,” SENT TO THE 

BRIDEWELL FOR TWO HUNDRED AND 

THREE DAYS. 

Michael Mangan, alias Mickey, the Whis- 
tler,“ who hag been in the bridewell almost as 
many times as he has years in his life, knocked 
his mother down and kicked her last Wednes- 
day because she refused to give him money 
for liquor. Officer Schnell heard of the as- 
sauit and followed Mickey down Halsted street. 
The young thug started to run as soon as ho 
saw the officer, and a chase was begun which 
only ended when “The Whistler took a fly- 


“ing leap uff the Erie street bridge into the 


river just as Schneli was about to grasp 
him. He sunk twice before the officer 
grabbed him and hauled him’out.
